19. many an vuiuſt Steward wiſe enough 
to prevent beggery , Luke, 16. many a 
Pilate wile enough to keep in Ceſars fa- 
your, Iob. 19. 13. many like thoſe of 
Tyres and Siden, wife enough to make 
peace with thoſe which are too ſtrong 
for them, Act. 12. 20. and generally 
men ate quick witted to keep fire from 
their houſes, the theife from their gold, 
to auoid infectious places, ſtinking pri-

lodge: and yet no 


tering, teaching, preaching, planting, 
ſowing , watering, yet how many are 
there that knowe not wherefore they 
were ſent into the world. Queſtion a 
drunkard about wine and ſtrong drink, 
a couetous manabourt building and pul- 
ling down, of digging,dicching, plow- 
ing; ſowing,and therein you ſhall finde 
them very ' ſenſible and intelligible, 
quicke either to conceive or dif- 
courſe; burRtalke to them concerning 
thoſe admirable myſteries of our re- 
demption , iuftification., &c, and they 
vnderſſ ãd no more then if a man ſhould 
read them a peece of Ariſtotle, or Plato, 
ot any other author in aſtrange tongue.

Well then, fince the Spirit 
calls vpon vs to be learned, therefore ſay 
I, that as good ſtudents are inſatiably 
thirſty aſtet learning, like Ariſtotle that 
was ereyrores , indeffatigable in paines, 
and vnwesriable in his labours for the 
encreaſe of his knowledge: ſuch alſo 
is theeager affection of all ſuch as are 


Chriſts Diſciples,and right learned in-

and that ſo dayly and conſtantly, that 
his greateſt and waightieſt employ-

ny and greatemployments, yet was be 
ſo carefull and aſſiduous, euen inthe bu- 
ſieſt time of the Aſſiſes to begin and end 
the day with inuocation, that he would 
not enter vpon any buſines in tbe mor- 
ning, not giue ſleepe to his eyes in the 
evening , before he had called his com- 
pany together to ioyne with bim in 
prayer.

leude ſeruant into their houſes: for one 
godleſſe wretch in an houſe, is like Jo- 
nah in the ſhippe, and brings vengeance 
vpon all the reſt.

Cornelius, that he was a dewon; man, and 
how doth he prooue it? Hee gave mach 
almes , aud prayed much, Acts. 10. verſ. a. 
The like may I ſay of our kinde Lord 
and freind deceaſed; he was a denonte 
man: and thus 1 prooue it; hee prayed 
much, and beſides he was full of mer - 
cy.
